A MARINE PICTURE. 


NEW YORK 
Sept. 29.—The. navtt 


parade from the vantage points of the 
worships was an immense marine pic- 
ture, a water pageant with so little of 
incident compared with its great size 
that it appealed to the eye as a paint- 
ins rather than a dream. 
The vast -athering of water crafi 
nalntained an average speed of eight 
knots, but so magnificent was Its area 
that the impression was one or exceed- 
ingly slow and stately movement.

State's Position. 


No Further Room to Guess 


as to Its Action 


Takes a Firm Stand on the Side 


of Its Sister Republic in 


This Cause. 


LONDON, Sept. 28.—The decision of 


the Volksraad of the Orftnge Free State 
to join with the Transvaal in the event 
of hostilities, although fully expected, 
is the leading news unlay and \vill nat- 
urally stiffen the lioera' independent 
attitude. 
The Ilaad'a re-solution has 


made the brotherhood of arms between 
the Transvaal and the Orange" Free 
State, of which hitin-rto there was only 
a strong probability, an absolute cer- 
tainty, and the British will have to 
face the situation. 


The Volksraad's resolutions was as 


follows: 


"Tho Raad having read paragraphs 


2, of the President's speech and the 
official documents and correspondence 
submitted therewith- 


'•Having regard for the strained state 


of affairs throughout the whole, of 
South Africa, which has risen in con- 
Eernience of the difference between the 
imperial government and the govern- 
ment n ftne Transvaal which threatens 
to lead to hostilities, the calamitous 
consequenre of which to the white in- 
habitant!* will be immeasureable: 


••Being connected with the Transvaal 


by the closest ties of blood and con- 
federacy: 
"And standing in the most friendly 


relationship with the imperial govern- 
ment and fearing that should, war 
break out, a hatred between the Euro- 
pean races will be born which will ar- 
rest and retard the peaceful develop- 
ment of all the states and colonies of 
Africa and develop a distrust of the 
future, 
"Feeling Owl the solemn duty rests 


upon it doing everything possible to 
avoid the shedding of blood; 


"Considering that the Transvaal gov- 


ernment during its negotiations with 
thv imperial government which have 
extended over several months, has 
made every endeavor to arrive at a 
peaceful solution of the differences 
raised by the aliens of the Transvaal 
and taken up by the Imperial govern- 
ment as its own case, which endeav- 
ors have unfortunately had only this 
result that British troops were concen- 
trated on the border of the Transvaal 
and are still being strengthened; 


"Resolved, that we instruct the gov- 


ernment to still use every means to 
maintain and Insure peace, and in 
peaceful manner, contribute towards 
the solution of the existing difficulties 
provided It be deemed not violating the 
honor and principles of the Free State 
and the Transvaal and wishes the mln- 
' Istry to make known its opinion that 
there exists no cause for war, and that 
war against the Transvaal as now un- 
dertaken of occasioned by the imperial 
government will morally be a war 
Against the whole white population of 
Africa and its Consequences criminal, 
for, come what may, the Free State, 
will honestly and faithfully fulfill Us 
obligations towards the Transvaal, by 
virtue ot toe political alliance between 
the two republics." 


Intense excitement continues to pre- 
vail at Pretoria, where, apparently it 
is believed that there Is no escape from 
war. 
The commission appointed to 


consider the matter reported today as 
,to what officials arc necessary to carry 
on the government In the event of war 
and fixing their salaries. 


The field cornet at Pretoria is again 


serving out rifles, commandeerln is 
actively proceedtng and all prepara- 
tion's are being to take the field. 


An Englishman named Robertson, 
has been arrested at Johannesburg 
charged with high treason. He Is al- 
leged to have enlisted recruits for the 
Imperial Light Horse. 


The Burghers are fretting uneasy at 


the concentration of British troops be- 
tween Ladysmith and Lalng's Nek, es- 
pecially at Glencoe and Dundee. The 
nominal reason for the concentration 
Is the protection of the Dundee'coal 
fields, but the Burghers shrewdly sus- 
pec.t that the real reason is the forma- 
tion of a force which will advance 
across the Transvaal frontier at Vry- 
heid. as soon as -war is declared. The 
Boers do not Intend to be caught nap- 
ping and are now massing- around Vry- 
heid, not, however, merely as a pro- 
tective measure but to be prepared un- 
less the British reinforcements across 
the border cease, to make a- dash 1: 
force through a portion . of Zululand, 
crossing the Buffalo river at a point 
below Rorkes' Drift and then, seizing 
the railroad, cut off the British garri- 
son at Dundee and Ladysmlth from the 
south, which would not only interrupt 
the British lines of communication but 
would seriously Interfere with a for- 
ward movement. In order to watch 
this portion of the railroad exposed to 
a Boer incurain- a British post will be 
established at Rorkes' Drift.

. President Kruger. 


A cable dispatch to the Times from

"The Boer* would have taken the 


initiative by now but for the scarcity 
of water, the rains not yet being sufn- 
-cient. Probably there will he great dif- 
ficulties In providing food supplies for 
the people remaining- at Johannesburg 
after hostilities have commenced. 


"Several responsible people here who 


have long clung to the belief In an ulti- 
mate peaceful settlement, now regard 
war as inevitable." 


The Birmingham Post says: "Two 
cargos of arme and ammunition leave 
Hamburg or Rotterdam Friday for the 
Transvaal, comprising 50,000 improved 
Mausers, BOO.OOO cartridges and several 
mortars for dynamite charges."

FORESTRY MATTERS. 


An Experiment to Extend the 


Belt to Be Made. 


Charles Newhall, superintendent of 


the forest reserve, who returned last 
night from Placer county, where he 
had Rone to inspect the forestry with 
the view of having .another reserve cre- 
ated, reports that he found a fine forest 
of sugar and yellow pine.. Of the Se- 
quoia grove, only six trees were left 
it and ing-, the largest being thirty feet 
n diameter. 
He discovered' a,- number 


of large fires burning while he was 
there. 
It Is the opinion of Mr. Newhall 


that a reserve should be created there. 


Superintendent Newhall' has issued 


an order to the forest rangers ordering 
them to clear some ground and' pli 
with seed of different varieties of cime 
bearing trees. 
This will be an intei 


esting experiment to determine what 
can be done by tHe department author- 
ities toward extending the mountain 
forestry, and will be watched with in- 
terest by scientists, and' students of 
'orestry.

T could not anywhere find that the

When raisins are the cheapest thin? 
i the line of dried fruit they sell very 


fast, but if something else becomes 
cheaper there is at once a slacking off 
in the sales of raisins. A cheap prune 
is about as likely to depress the rftisin 
market as an overproduction of raisins. 


CALIFORNIA CANNED GOODS. 
While there has been during the past 


five or six years a healthy increase in 
the consumption of all kinds of Cali- 
fornia fruit products, it has been much 
more marked in canned goods than 
anything else. Always the reply of the 
grocer is thfi same. The good are In 
good request and the quality of the 
standard brands is satisfactory. 


There is a good deal of poor stuff in 


the way of canned goods that goes onto 
the market as California product, but 
the greater part of this comes from 
Baltimore which packs all its poor stuff 
under a spurious California label. The 
frrocers know what they are getting, 
but the consumers do not.s Last year 
5000 cases of this Baltimore stuff were 
placed in Des Moinea at 97- cents a case 
delivered. These dishonest packers dp 
not copy the trade mark of any estab- 
lished California concern. 
All they 


steal is the name "California" but that 
is quite sufficient for the purpose. 


Peaches, apricots and pears are the 


staple canned fniits from California. 
Grocers keep only what is called for 
and the people dn not seem to know 
any more about canned nectarines 
than they do about dried. 
• in the west prices seems to be every- 
thing and quality of secondary consid- 
eration, as much so with canned goods 
as with dried, but east of Niagara Palls 
only good products'will sell and many 
frrocers keep only the best. Out west 
fruit canned In water sells well, but 
east It must be good enough to take 
the place of fruits "put up" by the 
housewife. Out west women will pay 
II per box for California grften fruit to 
put up themselves rather than depend 
on the indifferent quality to be found 
on the shelves of the grocers, but the 
number of such women is comparative- 
ly small. In the east high grade canned 
goods have nearly don* av-ay with put- 
ting up fruit at all. To put up fruit 
domestically costs the housewife 2ft 
cents a quart besides the labor and she 
can buy a 3-pound can of as good fruit 


i «u can put up, for 35 cents. 
The principal competition California 


canned goods have to meet In eastern 
markets Is that of berries of all kinds, 
which produced great crops this year 
and are canned In immense quantities. 
Jreengage plums, too, (and every green 
)Ium Is a greengage) are found In great 
irofusion and are good sellers. 
It 


would seem that our Muscatel grapes 
might he canned as an advantageous 
competition with the eastern canned 


A FEW WORDS ABOUT NUTS. 
The English walnut from California 


seem to be everywhere gaining in 
favor. 
They are a little dlfllcult to 


handle as they will get rancid If not 
kept In cold storage. The almond, too, 
is in demand and within a yrar or two 
. uts have entered more Into cooking 
than ever before and It looks as though 
the efforts of nut growers are to be re- 
warded by a steady and growing de- 
mand for their product. They are re- 
garded as a nerve food and Americans 
have at last discovered that they have 
nerves and must needs take care of 
them if they would live and move and 
have their being. 


CALIFORNIA PIGS. 


I was surprised to find that the Cali- 


fornia fig is coming to bewell regarded 
and to meet with a ready sale. It Is 
out of the way l>y the time the Im- 
ported fig comes into competition and, 
while it is not liked as well as the Im- 
ported It sells for enough less to make 
it a good seller. It is only in the Chic- 
ago district and to the westward that 
I found this to be the case. Farther 
east I did not happen to meet anyone
